commonly diſtinguiſhed by an Addition , as P>ognoſtzcon,} 
or Judiczal, ſhe 15 indeed the Daughter, brought forth by] 
Aſtronomy the Mother, and by ſome Prerenders now a-days 
roo much abvs'd, tho' it be granted by the moſt Cr:tica! 
ſort of people, that the Aſpefts of rhe Planets amongſt 
themſelves with their Influences and thoſe of the fixed \ 
Stars, often produce remarkable Effe&s upon ſublunary | 
Bodies, being ofren cauſes of too much hear, or cold, ar 
other times occaſioning violent Tempeſts and Srorms (ac- 
cording to the ſcafon of the year and fituation of the 
place) as Thunder, Lightning , Rain, Hazl, Snow, Winds, 
producing many diltempers, as If the Elements did mutiny 
againſt order , and fo fall ar diſcord amongſt then ſelves, 
and theſe diſtempers begetting Barrenneſs, forcing the 
willing Earth to deny her wonted and wholeſom fruits, by 
which means contagious and peſizlent Diſeaſes do invade the 
Earth. But Szgns in the Heavrns, by which God doth 
commonly forewarn us, are by things ſupernatural, or Cx- 
ceeding their common Courſe , as by itrange Apparitions 
and prodigious Eclipſes, to the aſtoniſhment of Nature, as 
we may rcad in Scripture, Exod. 1c. ver. 21, 22. Joel 2. 
10. & 31. Ezeb. 32. v. 9, 8. Iſz. 13-10. $9 at the time 
of our Saviour's Paſſion , when the whole World was re- 
deemed, the Sun was Eclipled, and the Moon at Full, and 
continuing the ſpace of three hours, X7at. 27. 7, 45. Mark 
t5-v. 33. And Slezdanus, lib, 19. writeth thar in Apri!, 
1n the Year 1547. the Sun was for four days torally o»ſcu- 
red to all Grrymany, as if the Heavens had pur on a veil of 
mourning ; Egyptian darknefs beginning thcre to oppoſe 
the day : and in ſome part of the Low-Countries, tz. 
Holland, the Sun was lo obſcured, denying them his Iighr, 
that many Travellers , in the time of the Artificial days, 
did loſe their ways , ſome fell into Pits, others drowned 
in Dzt:ves, and thereby many loſt their lives, as vou may 
read more at large in Stow's Chronicle + So avout the time 
of Cela1's death, as *ris recorded by Plitarch in 1 its Julit *

lates, Antiq. Judaic. lib. 1. 4). 4 Adam having forerold 
his Children that the World ſhould be rwice deftroy'd as 
by the violence of Waters and the unextingulſhable force 
of Fires , and they thinking to prevent the loſs of their 
new learned Knowledge, v33- A[tronomy, and left ir ſhould 
be buried in oblivion from ſucceeding Ages, did ingrave 
the Science of the Stars in two Pillars, the one of Stone 
preſerv'd in Syria.
